King Alexanderthe Great 
ſucceeded his Father Phi- 
lip in the Kingdom of 
Macedon : Paſſing into Af 
with an Army of thuiy 
thouſand Foot, and five 
thouſand Horie, he deica- 
ted the numerous Forces 
of Darius conſiſting, 28 
cis laid, of above two 
hundred thouſand Men, in 
three Battles: In the lat 
whereot he ciicovered his 
Heroick Temper to Da- 
rius, his Wife and Daugl- 
ters. and the Vengeance 
taken uf on Beſus a Pa- 
ſian General tor betraying 
his Maſter. Having 1ub- 
dued a great part ot fic, 
he is ſaid to have wept, 
becauſe there where no 
more Worlds to Conquer» 
He met with his Death 
by Poyſon at Babylon, * 
is thought by Anzzpartr 5 
Sons, and Califthenes, for 
jear they ſhould have tt 
ſame Fate, that his mot 
intimate Friends, Perme- 
nzo, Phalotas and Clio 
underwent, being all three 
murder'd in his Drunken- 
neſs by his own Hand.
